DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

Applicant's timely election with traverse of the electro-optic device having a plurality of 
bent interconnects in the reply filed on 09/15/2005 is acknowledged. The traversal is on the 
ground(s) that the subject matter of all claims 1-18 is sufficiently related that a thorough search 
for the subject matter of any one Group of claims would encompass a search for the subject 
matter of the remaining claims, thus the search and examination of the entire application could 
be made without serious burden. 

This is not found persuasive since a thorough search for group II would not require 
searching for the nuances of group I, and the extra searching required for group I would pose a 
serious burden on the Examiner. The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made 
FINAL. 

Claims 1-6, 9, 10, and 13-16 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 
CFR 1.142(b), as being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable generic or 
linking claim. An action on elected claims 7, 8, 1 1, 12, 17, and 18 follows below.

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and the second section being bent at the first section and extends in a width direction of the pixel 
region and electrically connected with the conductive section, in combination with the remaining 
limitations of the claims. 

Claims 1 1 and 12 are allowable due to their dependency.
